The  Record  s  incoms  is  not  ao  ample 
that  we  can  afford  to  carry  a  list  of  non- 
paying  patrons.  Its  book*  show  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  this  class,  tbe  ar 
tears  for  unpaid  subscriptions,  advertis¬ 
ing  and  printing  accounts  now  amount¬ 
ing  to  several  hundred  dollars,  all  in  amall 
sums  ranging  from  81  to  820.  Manv 
who  ov«  these  trifling  bills  consider  them 
so  small  as  to  be  of  little  or  no  conse¬ 
quence.  That  may  be  true  so  far  as  they 
are  ‘concerned,  but  to  us  it  is  a  matter  of 
much  importance.  A  newspaper’s  exist¬ 
ence  is  contingent  upon  these  iusignifl- 
esnt  sums.  The  withholding  of  them 
embarrasses  and  discourages  tbe  publish¬ 
er.  We  have  not  jet  discovered  bow  a 
paper  can  be  run  without  money,  though 
it  would  seem  that  soma  people  take  it 
for  granted  Jthat*we  caj  do  it  They 
imagine  that  promises  to  pay,  sympathy, 
favorable  criticism,  or  now  and  then  a 
bestowal  of  good  advice  or  flattering 
compliment  does  the  publisher  just  as 
much  good  as  money.  But  we  beg  to 
state  tnat  we  can’t  pay  printers’  wages  or 
bills  fur  paper-stock  with  that  kind  of 
currency,  Such  kindly  intentions  aloue, 
although  very  pleasant  and  gratifying, 
dou’t  ony  one’s  debts  nor  provide  pro¬ 
vender  and  raiment. 

Therefore  we  ask  of  ona  and  all  sub¬ 
stantial  aid  and  comfort  through  the 
prompt  payment  of  these  small  bills.

Country  Roads. 

The  billa  introduced  in  the  Legislature, 
simplifying  the  method  of  opening  and 
working  country  roads,  seems  to  be  a  de¬ 
cided  improvement  over  the  present 
statuets  on  tbe  subject.  The  alteration  of 
moat  immediate  interest  is  that  relating  to 
the  working  of  roads.  At  present  this  is  left 
iu  each  township  to  a  multitude  of  dis¬ 
trict  overseers,  and  the  inhabitants  have 
their  option  of  paying  their  road-tax  in 
money  or  labor,  and  the  consequence  is 
that  the  roads  are  generally  poorly  work¬ 
ed.  There  is  another  objection  to  this 
plan.  Where  the  road*  are  worst,  tra¬ 
versing  the  poorest  country,  inhabitants 
are  fewest  and  neither  meney  nor  labor 
is  available.  The  new  law  proposes  that 
the  roads  of  a  township  shall  be  main¬ 
tained  by  the  township  st  large,  under 
the  superintendence  of  one  person.  This 
Road  Commissioner  ought  to  give  bonds 
for  good  behavior,  and  ho  ought  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Town  Committee. 
Then,  the  road  tax  ought  to  be  paid  in 
money,  and  the  makiDg  or  repairing  of 
roads  ought  to  be  given  out  once  a  year 
by  contract,  upon  bids  publicly  receiv¬ 
ed.  The  law  should  also  provide  that 
every  township  should  levy  a  certain  per 
n  .  pen  tag*  zlX&Am*  fofc  p&'Cm.

Cauldwcll.  Mr*.  Canid  wellin  her  affidavit  etatea 
that  the  acc  used  boarded  with  her, that  they  be- 
cimc  angry  and  left  on  Saturday,  and  that  soon 
afterward  the  little  girls  were  taken  very  sick, 
alter  having  eaten  lozenges  given  them  by  the 
young  ladles.  The  contents  of  the  childrens’ 
stomachs  were  fouud  to  contain  arsenic. 

The  trial  of  Patrick  Ward  for  the  killing  of 
Peter  T.  Meyer®  Li  Phillipsburg,  on  the  J7tb  of 
last  May,  was  cpucludcd  on  Saturday  evening 
in  the  Warren  County  Court  of  Oyer  aud  Ter¬ 
miner,  at  Belvidero,  Chief  Jr  at  ioe  Beasley  pre¬ 
siding,  the  jury  after  two  hours’  deliberation, 
returning  a  verdlc*  of  murder  in  the  first  de¬ 
gree.  Meyers  bail  resorted  to  every  possible 
device  to  annoy  the  prisoner  and  his  family. 
Maddened  beyond  endurance  by  contlnncd  in¬ 
sults.  Ward,  oq  the  17th  of  May,  provided  him¬ 
self  with  a  pistol  and  lav  in  wait  for  blaeoerov. 
nouse,  at  the  cfose  of  his  day’s  labor,  Ward 
walked  up  to  within  five  feet  of  him  and  shot 
h'm  through  tbe  head.  DHlbirat.ly  placing 
his  pistol  in  hit  pocket,  Ward  walked  away. 
Meyers  fell  to  the  ground,  nnd  within  an  hour 
after  he  had  beffu  removed  Into  tbe  house  he 
died.  Ward  is  ov  r  sixty  year*  of  age.  He  re¬ 
ceived  tho  verdk  t  with  signs  of  weakness. 

Henry  Hunter,  aged  14,  son  of  Robert  M. 
Hunter,  of  the  well  known  firm  of  Ilolseyt 
Hunter  A  Co. ,Vas  accidentally  shot  at  a  board¬ 
ing  school  in  Freehold  last  Wednesday  eve¬ 
ning.  Hunterjwas  a  room  mate  with  a  young 
man  named  F[*ld  from  New  Orleans  The 
rooms  of  the  boys  hud  been  changed,  and  they 
were  rearranging  their  things.  Field  took  a 
pistol  out  of  hia. trunk  and  put  it  in  the  top 
b  urcau  drawer  of  thenc  w  room.  After  prayer* 
iu  tbe  evening,  the  young  men  went  to  their 
rooms.  Hunter  too'r  off  his  collar  and  necktie 
and  put  them  i*  the  drawer,  and  seeing  the  pis¬ 
tol  he  took  it  out  of  the  drawer  and  laid  it  on 
the  top  of  the  barcau.  At. this  point  Gilbert 
Taylor  came  inte  the  room,  and  aceing  the  pis¬ 
tol  inquired  who  it  Wlong.-d  to,  and  Field  said 
it  belonged  to  him.  Taylor  asked  Field  if  it 
was  loaded.  Field  replied  “no.”  There  are 
no  lights  allowed  iu  the  rooms  after  prayer*, 
but  a  light  is  left  burning  iu  the  hall-way  which 
throws  light  into  the  rooms  through  the  tiaa- 
som  over  the  doors.  Taylor  took  the  piatol 
out  in  the  hall-way  to  tbe  gas  light  He  held 
it  up  to  the  gas  light  and  snapped  it  four  time* 
without  it  being  discharged.  One  of  tbe  boy* 
said  it  aounded  as  though  there  waa  a  load  io  it 
The  piatol.  was  a  breech  loader,  single  barrel. 
Taylor  then  loosened  It  at  tbe  breech,  and  as 
he  waa  doing  this  the  hammer  went  down  and 
the  pistol  was  discharged.  Hunter  waa  stand¬ 
ing  against  the  Jam  of  the  door,  and  the  ball 
struck  him  in  the  left  temple.  He  immediate¬ 
ly  fell  and  asked  the  question  whether  he 
shot  Taylor  and  the  other  boys  then  picked 
him  up  and  laid  him  on  the  bed.  Then  they 
discovered  that  Hunter  waa  shot  and  sent  fbr 
assistance.  On  Friday  be  recognized  hi*  moth¬ 
er  for  the  first  time.  He  ia  still  living  and  some 
hope  ia  entertained  that  he  may  recover.
